IS DISTURBED BY THIS DELAY AND THAT IF THE REPORT WERE NOT 
ACCEPTED BY THE CONFERENCE PERU WOULD PROBABLY SEND ONLY ONE 
OR TWO DELEGATES WHO WOULD ACT AS OBSERVERS INSTEAD OF 
ACTIVELY PARTICIPATING IN THE CONFERENCE. 

2. LIMA 4635 POINTED OUT THAT THE PERUVIAN NATIONAL 
COMMITTEE FOR THE WORLD ENERGY CONFERENCE HAD BEEN 
REORGANIZED UNDER THE MINISTER IN ORDER TO DEMONSTRATE 
THE IMPORTANCE WHICH THE GOP ATTACHES TO THE CONFERENCE. 
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3. ACTION REQUESTED. THE EMBASSY REQUESTS THAT 

THE DEPARTMENT CONTACT THE CONFERENCE ORGANIZERS 

AND ENCOURAGE THEM TO RESPOND FAVORABLY TO PERU'S REQUEST 

ASAP.
